—Presi 
dent Harrison was on trial today by several 
thousand people, who thronged about the 
white house and through the east parlor to pay 
their respects. He did the great handshaking 
act which is incumbent on all who have filled 
and wil! that high office. There was 

A MAKKED CONTRAST 
between the manner of President Harrison 
and that of ex-President Cleveland meeting 
and shaking hands with the people. Harrison 
never before demonstrated his actual abhor- 
rence tothe public more than he did today. 
His handshake was not that of a democratic, 
honest, sincere, generous nature, which clhar- 


acterized Mr. Cleveland during the four years. 


of his occupancy of the executive mansion. 
At many times he was actually impolite. 

Colonel John M. Wilson, superintendent of 
public buildings and grounds of the district, 
stood by the side of the president, and at fre- 
quent intervals President Harrison would en- 
gage in conversation With Colonel Wilson, 
which lasted sometimes as long as three or 
four minutes. All of this time the people 
were passing by him, yet he mechanically ex- 
tended his hand and received that of his vis- 
itor, while his face was turned in the opposite 
direction. It was the custom of ex-Presideni 
Cleveland, who, when he received cards from 
peo; te in this manner, to always hold them in 
his left hand until the reception was over. There 
were few who engaged in conversatien with 
him, though occasionally 

SOME ‘ORIGINAL’ MAN 
would make his appearance, and attempt to 
say something, but he was speedily rushed 
on, Harrison, however like Mr. Cleveland, 
showed great consideration for children. 
There was not a little girl or a little boy, that 
he did not take by ti hand and say a word 
ortwotothem, tnd oftentimes petting them 
on the head.

The crown prince was the general mastsr of 
ceremonies. He was hither and thither, first 
at the president’s side, then off in another 
part of the east room, conversing with person- 
al friends and scheming politicians. 1t was 
anoticcable fact, that among the great line 
of visitors, there were naturally a great many 
ofiice- seckers, and Crown Prince Russell was 
immediately sought out by everybody who 
wanted to be introduced to the heir apparent.

PHEK PRACTICE OF KISSING BABIES. 

A nuwuber of babies were presented to him 
foday by over-enthusiastic mothers, naturally 
hoping, of course, that the president would 
honor them with the usual presidential kiss. 
This he did not do, but satisfied himself, if not 
the mother, by tickling the infant gently under 
the chin, and shaking its tiny hand. From 
the pluce where the president stood, immedi- 
ately in front of the doors opening into the 
main hall, there was a piece of crash laid over 
the carpet, extending from there to the door, 
leadiig out to the exit, which was about 
six feet in width. Three able-bodied ushers 
stood along the line to see that the people did 
not trespass upon the carpet, Occasionally a 
straegler would go beyond the line, and wander 
off into the carpet. When this was done, one 
of these three messengers would speak in a 
loud voice: ‘‘Aye, there! Keep onthe crash.’’ 
The word was passed down the line, and the 
two other ushers would simultaneously pro- 
claim: ‘‘Keep off the carpet; step lively.’’ A 
performance of this kind never occurred during 
his receptions were the largest ever known in 
the history of the republic.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—jSpecial.j—It is 
understood that the chairman of the Indiana 
state central committee, John N. Huston, of 
Connersville, Indiana, is to be made first as- 
sistant postmaster-general.

A Highwayman in Texas Tackles the Wrong 
Man in the Road—The Scoundrel Shot 
by the Man He Was Trying to Reb.

Saw Antonio, Texas, March 6.—[Special.}]— 
News reaches San Antgnio that yesterday 
John Stoudemeyer, of Liane City, was held up 
by alone highwayman and that a desperate 
affray resulted. Stondemeyer is a liveryman, 
and three days ago hauled a parly to Lampasas. 
He was returning and had driven within three 
miles of Llane City, when he was ordered to 
halt. He looked up and saw a single man 

IN THE MIDDLE OF THE ROAD 
who wore a waterproof cloak and mask and 
hada Winchester rife levelled. Stoudemeyer 
parlied awhile, and noticed that while 
he talked the highwayman was continu- 
ally turning his head over his shoul- 
der as though expecting confederates. Stoud- 
emeyer, watching his Opportunity, sprang 
out of the buggy, grasped the road agent, 
WRESTED THE RIFLE FROM HIM, 

and shot him through the bowels. Stoude- 
meyer walked into Liane City and reported the 
affair. It was found that the wounded rob- 
ber’s name was Harris, and that two come 
rades, whose names he refused to disclose, 
heard the firing and failed toshowup. Har- 
ris will die. . Stoudemeyer’s outfit looked very 
much like the mail hack, and it is supposed 
that Harris and his companions were after 
registered packages. A posse of citizens is 
scouring the country in search of the robber’s 
compubions, but have not found them.

MOLLIE HILL'S SAD DEATH. 


A Gainesville Woman's Story is Told in 


Chattanvoga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 6.—[Special.] 
A white woinan named Mollie Hill came to 
her death here today under painful circum- 
stances. She came to this city afoot from 
Gadsden, Ala., where she said she had been 
working for her cousin. She was taken sud- 
denly and violently ill while walking on the 
street, and was taken into a negro’s house, 
where a short time afterward she died in great 
pain. The coroner’s jury gave the verdict that 
she had died of congestion of the lungs. She 
was on her way to uer uncle, who, she said, re- 
sided at Gainesville, Ga. She told asad story 
of having been wronged by a lover, which 
caused her to leave her uncle, but gave no 
name by which to identify her seducer. She 
will be buried in the potter’s field, having not 
a fiiend or an acquaintance in the city. 
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THE SECRETARY'S SUICIDE 
Causes a Stove Company to Make as Assign~< 
ment, 

CLEVELAND, O., March 6.—Nathan A. Wil- 
son, secretary of the Cleveland Stove com- 
pany, was found dead in the company’s office 
this morning. Ile shot himself in the head 
with a revolver while sitting at his desk. 
Wilson was 52 years of age, and he came here 
from Fort Wayne, Ind., at which place his 
father, George H. Wilson, president of the 
company, lives. ‘Late this afternoon the 
Clapeland Stove company made an assignment 
of all its propertv. The nominal assets are 
%200,000, while the liabilities are between $80,- 
000 and &0C,000, 
it is said, to tide the company over the excite- 
inent eaused by the secretary’s suicide. 

THE OLD AND THE NEW. 


Ex President Cleveland and Wife 
New York—President Harrison. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Ex-President and 
Mrs. Cleveland left Washington for New 
York this morning at 11 o’clock in a special 
train over the Baltimore and Ohio road. They 
were accompanied by Mrs. Folsom, Ex-Post- 
master-General and Mrs. Dickinson and Col- 
onel and Mrs. Lamont and family.

The 
party was recognized by the crowd in the 
station and Mr. Cleveland was cheered unti 
he disappeared in his car. 

CALLING ON THE PRESIDENT. 

A fatiguing prospect opened before Presi- 
dent Harrison this morning. Before he had 
finished his breakfast, the great American 
public began to assemble in the white house 
grounds, and a crowd, formidable in numbers, 
was awaiting the opening of the doors. A 
treble guard of policemen stood on the watch 
and kept out all but the privileged few until 
word was given to admit the general public. 
The justices of the supreme court called in a 
body and were introduced by Coionel Wilson. 
A large number of Indiana people was also re- 
ceived. tiundreds of visitors to the city were 
next received. They gazed curiously at the 
president, shook his hand and passed rapidly 
on. 

SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES CALLED. 

About 11:30 the public reception was sus- 
pended and the president had an earnest pri- 
vate conversation with Secretary Noble, of 
the interior department, after which he went 


up stairs to meet a number of senators and- 


representatives, who had called to pay their 
respects. Secretaries Windom, Proctor and 
Rusk also called during the morning and each 
had a short chat with the president. 

On several occasions during the morning 
reception the president slipped away to trans- 
act official business requiring: his attention. 
Before noon another crowd, even greater than 
that which had preceded it in the early morn- 
ing, had gathered on the sidewalks. Soon 
after noon the doors were reopened and the 
reception was resumed for two hours. Among

CLEVELAND'S RECEPTION IN NEW YORK. 

New YorRK, March 6.— Ex-President 
Cleveland’s reception at the Jersey Centra! 
railroad station to-night testified to his con- 
tinued personal popularity. His train was due 
before 5 o’clock but did not arrive until 6 
e’clock. This delay was intentional, in the 
hope of avoiding the crowd. The effert was a 
failure, however. An%ever increasing crowd 
was ihere scurrying across the tracks to meet 
the incoming train tocatch, perhaps, a glimpse 
of Cleveland or his wife. They did not get 
discouraged either, but shivered and remained 
in the bleak west wind. Then camea grand 
rush when the train rolledin. Mr. and Mrs, 
Cleveland alighted from the rear platform 
of the third - car.

A Pian Reported and Auggested for Adop- 
tion. 

Mowrreomery, Ala., March 6.—[{Special.]— 
The southern quarantine conference met again 
this morning. The morning session was en- 
timely taken up with aspirited discussion of 
the reportof the committee on quarantine. 
After somo amendments. the report was 
adopted as follows: 

During the prevalence of yallow fever epidemics, 
passen and freights should be brought from in. 
fected dii¢s only under such regulations and 
restrichi@@s as may be estabiisbed by the state 
health a@thorities along the lines of the roads con- 
cerned, The reguiations and restrictions governing 
railroad transportation during yeliow fever epidem- 
ics shonid be of such character as to afford all 
reasonable guarantee of protection to the communi. 
ties ia danger of 4nvasion by the disease, but should 
not b@é more onerous than the circumstances war- 
rant, and should be framed with due cunsideration 
of the extent of the danger 

IN EACH PARTICULAR CASE, 
and as affected by the Iutitude aud seasonsof the 
year, and other qualifying conditions. At all seasons 
of the year, and under all circum- 
stance 8, the simple passage of railroad 
trains should be allowed, and without 
obstruction, even when carryiug sick refugees from 
anjected places to healthy localities, willing te-re- 
ceive them. A well digested quarantine formula, 
foaking andjpromulgeating the necessary rules and 
regulations for enforcing the same shou!d be pre- 
pared, ready tobe put in force when necessaly to 
do 80, at all points where it is necessary to put 
quaratitine in ferce. The rules shoujd Le published 
jor generat information, to enable all persons to 
comply With the saime, and displayed by placard 
in every depot. Atali quarantine stations, accom- 
odations should be provided, for caring tor such 
persons, ifany, that may be detained, or are not 
permitted to passthrough such stations, while in 
transit, until they can be disposed of Only com- 
pteny physicians, who have had experience with 
contagious aud infectious dis aes. should be made: 
INSPECTORS OF QUARANTINE STATIONS, 
whose duty it shall be to inspect and examine the 
condition of passencers, baggage and express matter, 
All inspectors should have the power to administer 
oaths and remove from the trains at quarantine 
stations and detain such passengers, baggage or 
express matter as may be found neCessary to pre- 
vent the introduction or-sp-ead of infectious or 
contagious diseases of any kind. State boards of 
health should be authorized to put the quarantine 
in force, They should determine when, 
where and for what length of time 
quarantines should be maintained, provide means 
necessary for enforcing the same, and promulgate 
rules and regulations for conducting quarantin:s. 

The presidents. and secretaries of state boarus 
should be required to omit and inspect all quaran 
tine stations as often as possible dming the exis- 
tence of such quarantines, and to make public,over 
their signatures aud official positions, the

z* the points where quarantines are established, and 
the localities affected by such quarantines. The 
local health officers, municipa! or county authori- 
ties may establish quarantine reguiations conferring 
with the state Loard if deemed nec- 
essary for co-operation. The reg- 
ulations ior governing local quarantines 
should-not conflict with the rules and regulations 
adopted by the state boards of health for enforcing 
quarantine reguiatious, The refuge stations as at 
present operated on the sea coasts ofthe United 
States, in the opinion of this body, are of intimte 
service,and we would recommend their continu- 
ance in®a full equipment for all requirements. 
Railroad agents at way stations should be required 
to refuse to geil ticke!s to any persons who cannot 
show that they have notintwelye davs been ex- 
posed to any scurce of infeciton, and conductors

DRIVING HYPPOLITE 
BEFORE HII. 


LEGITINE 
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SEVERAL LARGE TOWNS CAPTURED 


But Hyppolite Has Control of the Cable and 
Sends Out the News to Suit Himeelf — 
The Loss on Both Sides. 

New York, March 6.—The Atlas Line 
steamer, Andes, arrived today from Kingston, 
Jamaica and Haytian ports and brought con- 
siderable intelligence of the Haytien insur- 
rection. The situation at Port-Au-Prince was 
prosperous and the natives generally in favor 
of General Legitime. On February 3d, a great 
parade took place in honor of Legitime, in 
which all troops of the capital took part. On 
January 4th, General O’Piquant, Legitime’s 
secretary of state and commander of the sec- 
ond corps of the army in the west, left 
L’Arcobie at the head of a division, met the 
insurgents,and after a two day's fight, defeated 
Hippolyte’s forces, Ina subsequent encoun- 
ter, General Jec Mercie, a prominent officer of 
Hippolyte’s staff, was taken prisoner. 

HIPPOLYTE DEFEATED AGAIN. 

On January litha division of Legitime’s 
army marching towards Jalliere, defeated the 
insurgents ina fight at Claireur, in which 
Hippolyte lost four fiags, fifty cases of car- 
tridges, twelve carbines and eight horses. 
General Preus Gaba, chief of the rebel forces, 
was killed and many of his soldiers made pris- 
oners. Since the latter encounter, the captain 
of the Andes says Legitime has invariably 
been successful in his battles. A few days be- 
fore the Andes left Port-Au-Prince the rebels 
lost the following important citiesof the north: 
La Grand Saliene, situated between St. Marie 
and Gonaives; the commune of Marmalade as 
far north as Eanery; Hioch, St. Michael, Jal- 
liere and St. Lulzanne. The report published 
here last month of the death of the commander 
of the Haytien man-of-war Belize is contra- 
dicted by the Andes captain. The commander 
of the Belize was alive and well and in charge 
of that vessel when the Andes left. Oune of

Shocking Death of a Drummer in 


Charleston Harbor. 

CuarveEston, 8S. C., March 6.—-[Special. |— 
John D. Wrede, a drummer for a commission 
house in this city, metaterrible death last 
night.

THE AMENDMENTS TO THE INDIAN 
APPROPRIATION BILL. 


They Do Not Embrace the Oklahoma Bill, 
Bat Arrange for the Purchase of Lands 
From the Seminoles and Creeks. 


Wasurnoton, March 6.—In the confusion 
attendant upon the closing hours of congress, 
the exact nature and effect of the amend- 
ments made to the Indian appropriation 
bills have not been clearly understood, and an 
impression has gained currency that all pro- 
visions of the bill organizing the territory of 
Okiahoma, in effect, were embodied in the 
Indian appropriation bill. This isnot the case. 
Senator Farwell moved to have them in- 
corporated, but they were ruled out, 

THE AMENDMENTS AS AGREED TO. 

The amendments made to the bill by the 
Senate and agreed toin conference relate to 
Seminole and Cherokee lands are as follows: 

The sum of $ 1,912,942 is appropriated to pay in 
full the Seminole nation for all right, title, interest 
and claim which they may havein and to certain 
land cedod by article 3 of the treaty between the 
United States and the Seminole nation, concluded 
June Li, i166, containing 2,037,415 acres, Of this 
sum $1, 600, 000 shall remain ‘in the treasnry, at 5 per 
cent interest, to be paid semi-annually to the trezs- 
urer of the nation, and $112,942 sball be irmediate- 
ly available for distribution to such persons as may 
be declared ly the legislative authority of the na- 
tion to be entitled toreceive it. This — riation 
to becoine operative upon execution, uly ap- 
pointed delegates of said nation, onal empow- 
ered to release and make conveyance to the United 
States of all right, 

TITLE, INTEREST AND CLAIM OF 8AID NATION 
of Indians to said lands, ina manncr and form sat- 
isfactory to the president of the Umted States, and 
said release afid conveyance, when fully executed 
and delivered, shall operate to extinguish al 
claims ot every ‘character of said Seminole nation 
of Indians to the tract of country. Suid release and 
conveyance and extinguishment shall not inure to 
the benefit of, or cause to vest in any railroad com- 
pany any right, title or interest whatever in order 
to hold any of said lands, and all laws and parts of 
laws, 80 far as they conflict with the foregoing, are 
hereby repealed, and all grants, or pretended grants 
of said iauds, or any interest or right therein, now 
existing, in or on behalf of any railroad company, 
except right-of-way and depot grounds, are hereby 
— to be forever forfeited tor a breach of con- 
itions 

The lands thus acquired shall be part of the pub~ 
lic domain, two sections in each township to be re- 
served for the use and 

BENEFIT OF PUBLIC SCIIOOIS, 
to be erected within the limits of said lands. All 
lands thus acquired, except the school sections, 
shall be disposed of to actual settlers underthe 
homestead laws only, except as herein otherwise. 
provided (except that section 2,301 revised statutes 
shall not apply). 

Provided further that any person, who having 
attempted but for any cause, failed to secure title in 
fee to homestead under the existing law, or who 
made entry under wbat is known as the commuted 
provision of the homestead law, shall be qualified 
to make a homestead entry upon the same land. 

Provided, further. that the rights of honorably 
discharged union soldiers and sailors in the late 
civil war, as defined and described in sections 2,304 
and 2,595 ef the revised statutes sball not be 
abridged. 

And provided, furiher, that cach entry shall be in 
square form as nearly as practicable and no person 
be permiited to enter more than one-quarter sec- 
tion thereof, but until said iands are opened for 
by proclamation of the president, no 
person shail be permitted to enter upon and occupy 
the same, and no person violating this provision 
shall ever be permitted to enter avy of said lands or 
acquire any right thereto. 

WHEN ENTRY CAN BE MADE. , 

The secretary of interior may after said proclama- 
tion, and not before, permit the entry of said Jands, 
for town sites, but no such entry shall embrace 
more than one-half section of land. 

All the foregoing provisions with reference to the 
lands to be acquired from the Seminole Indians, 
a ngthe provisions permining t> forfeiture, 
shall apply to and regulate the disposal of lands 
acquired from the Muscogee or Creek Indians by 
the articles of the cession and agreement made and 
concluded at Washington, Janu: uy i th, 1889. 

The president is hereby autl 1orized to ap point 
three commissioners, not more than two of whom 
shall be members of the same political party, to 
negotiate with the Cherokee Ind.ans and with all 
other Indians owing lands ying west of the 96th 
degree of longitude in the Indian territory (the 
Cherokee o! itiet) for the cession to the Unite: States 
ofall their title, claim or a ofevery kind or 
characterin and to said lands and any and al) 
agreements resulting from s: ets negotiation shall be 

REPORTED TO THE PRESIDENT 
and by him to cougress at its next session and tothe 
council or councils of the nation or nations, tribe or 
tribes, agreeing to the same, for ratification: and {or 
this purpose the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, 
oras much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
appropriated to be immediately available; ; rovided 
that said commission is further authorized to subs 
mittothbe Cherokee nation the proposivion that 
said nation shall cede tothe United Sfatesin the 
mmanner and with the effect aforesaid, all rights of 
said nation in said lands upon the same ternis as to 
payment as is provided in the agreement made with 
the Creek Indians oi the date ot January 19th, 1889, 
and ratified by the present congress; and it said 
Cherokee nation shal] accept and by act of its legis- 
lative authority duly passed ratify the same, said 
land shall thereupon become a part of the public 
domain for the purpose of such disposition as is 
herein provided, 
TO WAIT FOR THE PROCLAMATION, 

The president is authorized, as scon thereafter as 
he may deem advisable, by proclamation, tq@ open 
said lands to settlement in thesame manner and 
the same eifect as in tlis act provided concerning 
lands acquired from said Creck Indians, but until 
said lands are opened, for seitiement by proelama~ 

tion of the president; no person shall be permitted 
to enter upon and occupy the same; und no person 
violating this provision ‘shall be permitted to enter 

any of said lands or ac quire any right thereto. 

The president may, whenever he deems it neces 
sary, create not to exceed twoland districts, em. 
bracing lands which he may open

AND ORDERS THE TRIAL OF WOOL- 


FOLK TO PROCEED. 


He Overrules Colonel Rutherford's Forty- 
Nine Questions and Orders the Call of the 
JSdry List. 

Macon, Ga.. March 6.—[{Special.]—The 
third day of the Woolfolk trial was attended 
by a great crowd of jurors and spectators. 
The superiot court room was packed almost to 
suffocation at nine o'clock this morning when 
the proceedings commenced. Owing to the 
dense crowd thot thronged in the gallery Mon- 
day, causing much confusion, Judge Gustin 
ordered the doors locked this morning and no 
one was allowed toenter. While there is no 
public excitement over the case, still public in- 
terest is very great. This is shown by the 
great number that were in the courtroom to- 
day. 

THE TRIAL ORDERED TO PROCEED 

The proceedings opened by the announce- 
ment of Deputy Sheriff Menard that he went 
to Houston county last evening and saw Mr. 
Marion King, a witness for defendant, and he 
said he wonld be here today. 

Judge Gustin then ordered Clerk Adams to 
proce d with the call of jurors, but Captain 
Rutherford interrupted by reading a letter 
from Judge Robert Trippe, of Forsyth, stating 
that the negro Augustus Trippe had told him 
what Anderson James, a negro ou the Wool- 
folk place, told him abeut the murder, de- 
seribing minutely-the details of the crime, and 
even suid that Miss Pearl Woolfolk nearly 
escaped the assassin’s hand and did get under 
the bed. Captain Rutherford asked to be 
allowed to summon Judge Trippe as a witnegs 
for defendant, but Judge Gustin did not grant 
the request. 

Captain Nutherford then submitted a motion 
that defendant be allowed to cross examine 
jurors as to bias and prejudice after answering 
the statutory questions and that this examina- 
tion be had before defendant was put upon 
trial. Captain Rutherford claimed that he 
had the right to cress examine any juror or 
witness upon the motion to change venue, this 
now being a motion tochange venue in ac cord- 
ance with the statute. Judge Gustin denied 
the motion. 

CALLING THE JURORS. 

The clerk then proceeded to call the names 
of the first forty-eight jurors, and after they 
had answered to their names, Captain Ruther- 
ford made objections to the array, and chal- 
lenged the same, asserting that the panels had 
not been organized according to law. There 
were some deficienzes in the way, but these 
Ww re corrected. 

The calling of the first name of twelve 
jurors then commenced and Mr. J, A. Bed- 
dingfield was the first pane! and he disqnali- 
tied, as his mind was not impartial between 
the state and the accused. 

J.D. Petty was the second juror; he quali- 
fied and the state accepted him. Captain 
Rutherford requested that he be allowed to 
ask Mr. Petty certain written gqrestions num- 
bering from 1 to 49, as to, prejudice, bias, etc. 
He also desired to ask the juror certain verbal 
questions as to his understanding of the mean- 
ing of the words prejudice and bias, and his 
understanding of the term ‘‘perfe etly im par- 
tial.”” It was Captain Rutherford’s desire to 
ask this multitude of questions at each and 
every juror, but Judge Gustin refused Captain 
Rutherford the privilege of asking the jurors 
any questions bearing on the above line. 
Captain Rutherford then objected to the 
jurer. 

NINETY-SIX CALLED, AND ONLY ONE CHOSEN. 

When the court agjourned tonight, ninety- 
six jurors had been called, and only one ac- 
cented. ._Heis J. C, Bannon, a well known 
dry goods man, and a son-in-law of Virgil 
Powers.

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The Solid South and Sectionalism. 

The New York Herald remarks that if 
the south four years hence is still solid the 
north will be more solid. ‘This is a predic- 
tion which is intended to be # threat, but 
Tux ConstiruTion fails to perceive the 
danger of such a contingency. - 

That the south will be solid: four years 
from now goes without saying—or if there 
is any necessity of saying it, if may be con- 
sidered said here. The south has no other 
choice, It is the white people who are solid 
‘Against the negroes, who are more or less 
solid, and for the whites to break up and 
divide on theoretical issues would be more 
dangerous and more disastrous than the 
election of any republican president could 
possibly be. 

There could be no possible objection to a 
solid north if its solidity were based on a 
necessity that bore not the remotest rela- 
tion to ordinary politics. There can be no 
very great objection to a solid north even if it 
is based on a misunderstanding of the situa- 
tion at the south. We may speculate over 
what the north does or what it proposes to 
do; we may wonder at its position, or be 
astonished at its attitude; but whatever the 
north is or proposes to be there is but one 
road of safety for the south, and that is the 
solidity of the whites. 

The north may regard this as it pleases, 
hut it is the only salvation for the south. 


en tet ee —— 
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A solid south isa necessity, and when this 


is said all is said. It is a necessity apart from 


political considerations, and, as a matter of 
fact, the necessity has very little to do with 
political considerations. The theory of the 
Herald is that if a householder put in an 
electric alarm to keep out burglars, his 
neighbor ought to feel bound to hire bur- 
giars to keep the electric alarm out. Our 
position is that the man who keeps out the 
burglars need have no criticism for the man 
who hires them. It may be a matter of 
taste or a matter of necessity, but it ought 
to be satisfactory. | 

This is the position of the south. The 
north may be solid if it wants to, but the 
white people here are compelled to be solid. 
They have no other choice; there is no sort 
of escape from the situation. 

We may say, therefore, that the sugges- 
tions of the Herald about a solid .north op- 
posing a solid south are hardly worth com- 
menting on. The north is welcome to its 
solidity. ‘The solidity of the south is a 
measure of safety and not a threat.

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Something More About Criminals. 

Not long ago a summary appeared in 
these columns of the reports made by the 
police chieftains of our leading cities, and 
this was followed by an expression of the 
views of various prominent reformers. 

The matter is still under discussion. The 
ablest divines, judges and citizens interested 
in the subject have been interviewed by a 
New York newspaper man, and some very 
remarkable facts, figures and opinions have 
been obtained. 

Dr. Talmage is the only man of note who 
positively denies that crimeis on the in- 
crease. He declares that the country is 
growing better, and thinks that a big 
national revival would settle the business, 
Anyhow, he thinks that we shall be all right 
in another century. Others, however, say 
thatthe outlook is dark. Crime costs our 
people perhaps one hundred million dollars 
ayear. We have 60,000 convicts in our 
penitentiaries, and fully 500,000 prisoners 
pass through our county jails in the course 
ofayear. Few of the criminals ever reform. 
Some good men take the position that they 
cannot be reformed. Female criminals 
especially are regarded as a tough lot. El- 
bridge Gerry, aman of great experience, 
says that not more than one out of five 
hundred loose women can be reformed, but 
he admits that something might possibly be 
done with those under the age of sixteen. 

Various causes are suggested as the source 
of crime. Some say poverty, while others 
say rum, gambling or inborn vicious ten- 
dencies. 

It is enough to know that we have reached 
the high water mark. In 1850 we had one 
criminal to every 30,442 of population; in 
1860 one to every 1,647; in 1870 one to 
every 1,021; in 1880 one to every 837. So 
we go, and if we are to follow the sliding 
scale downward there will come a time 
when every person in the country will be 
on the black list. . 

What are we going to do about it?

Blackburn no longer

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What Will be Done With the Surplus? 

Now that the new. administration has 
been formally ushered into power, everybody 
is interested in knowing what it will do with 
the surplus, 

The last administration devoted much 
time to this very important question, but 
the conflict between the senate and house 
prevented any action toward bringing about 
areduction. Both parties agreed that the 
surplus was dangerously large, and that 
something should be done to effect a reduc- 
tion, but the house wanted to do it one way 
and the senate another, and the consequence 
was that each laid violent hands on the 
measures of the other, thus preventing any 
result. 

There will probably be no extra session of 
congress, and not until December next will 
this great question be brought up again for 
consideration, but it will certainly form a 
very important feature of the proceedings 
of the next congress. ‘The republicans will 
have a majority in both branches, and with 
the executive department of the government 
in their hands, there is no doubt but that 
something will be done to effect a decided 
reduction of the surplus. 

President Harrison, in his inaugural ad- 
dress, says, in referring to the surplus, that 
‘it will be the duty of congress wisely to fix 
an estimate’ of the demands, imperative 
and extraordinary, of the government, ‘‘and, 
having added them to our ofdinary expendi- 
tures, to so adjust our revenue laws that no 
considerable annual surplus will remain.”’ 
He willno doubt deal similarly with the 
question in his message to congress, and 
with the senate and house in political sym- 
pathy, it is not improbable that such legis- 
lation as is necessary to carry out the plan 
he outlines, to which his party is already 
committed, will be enacted within a short 
while after congress convenes. 

In whatever way it is done, it is impera- 
tive that the surplus should be reduced. 
The last congress left it accumulating at the 
rate of $102,000,006 a year. Sucha drainis 
injurious to the commercial welfare of the 
country, and the soonera check is put to it 
the better it will be for the people. 

This gigantic surplus has proven a very 
unweildy thingto handle. Both parties are 
committeed to reduction, and the people 
everywhere are ciamoring for it. The re- 
tiring president urged it strongly and the 
new president begins likewise. Everybody 
favors it, but—how shall it be brought 
about? 

The country anxiously awaits the solution 
of the question. 
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The President and the Monroe Doctrine. 


When President Monroe announced the 
policy which has since borne his name, and 
which has become a part of our national 
system, the great powers of Europe were all 
monarchies, and it was ‘Selieved that they 
contemplated the acquisition of new posses- 
sions in South’ America. 

At that time our comparatively weak and 
youthful republic viewed what was called 
the Holy Alliance with apprehension. The 
monarchies belonging to that alliance were 
supposed to be plotting together for the 
seizure of Califernia, Peru, Chili, Mexico, 
Cuba and various countries in South Ammer- 
ica. With this understanding of the dan- 
gers threatening us, President Monroe took 
the position that the territorial questions 
affecting these continents should be man- 
aged by the free and independent states 
already established there. He used the fol- 
lowing plain language: 

Our policy in pegard to Europe which was adopt- 
ed at an early stage of the wars which have so long 
agitated that quarter of the globe, nevertheless re- 
mains the saine—which # not to interfere in the in- 
ternal eoncerns ot any of its powers; to consider the 
government de facto as the legitimate government 
for us; to cultivate friendly relations withit, and to 
preserve those relations by a frank, firm and manly 
policy, meeting in all instances the just claims of 
every power; submitting to injurles from none. 
But in regard to these continents circumstances are 
eminently and conspicuously different.” It is im- 
possible that the allied powers should extend the 
political sysiem toany portion of either continent 
without endangering our peace and happiness; nor 
can we believe that our southern brethren, if left 
to themselves, would adont it of their own accord. 
It iseyua!ly impossible, therefore, that we should 
bebold'such interposition in any form with indiffer- 
ence. 

The message containing this declaration 
went on further to say that we must con- 
sider any attempt on the part of the Eu- 
ropean powers to extend their system to 
any part of this hemisphere as dangerous to 
our peace and safety. Nor did it stop there. 
It said that we could not permit any inter- 
ference of the powers of Europe for the 
purpose of oppressing any of the states of 
these continents, or controlling in any man- 
nertheir destiny. From this it appears 
that we assumed the protectorate of the re- 
publies alluded to. 

The doctrine as formulated. by President 
Monroe received the hearty approval of such 
statesmen as John Quincy — Thomas 
Jefferson, Daniel Webster, James K, Polk, 
James Buchannan and Lewis Cass. Its 
ipsmediate results were marked. The Eu- 
ropean powers either disavowed, or failed 
to push their alleged designs in this direc- 
tion. As late as the French invasion of 
Mexico, the United States virtually re- 
affirmed the doctrine by refusing to recog- 
nize Maximilian’s empire, and by station- 
ing Sheridan in the southwest with 70,000 
Louis Napoleon understood exactly 
what this meant, and at once withdrew his 
active support from the new empire, leay- 
ing it to go to wreck and ruin. 

This vigorous and possibly aggressive pol- 
icy is now invested with a new interest in 
the light of President Harrison’s utterances 
in his inaugural. In that address the Mon- 
roe doctrine was very emphatically re- 
stated, and the position was taken that we 
to submit to the control of a 
canal across the isthmus by a European gov- 
ernment. . 

Just atthis time these expressions are 
of very weighty impert. With England aps 
propriating territory in Venezuela, and thgaq 
possibilivy of the indorsement of Dale 
eanal by tie Frefhch government, the out 
look bids fair to be anything but peaceful. 
It should be recollected, too, that the pres- 
ident has a secretary of state who is thor- 
oughly in accord wish him on this branch 
of his policy. It is too. late now to plead 
that France is a republic, and is therefore |

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| makes no point against monarchies—it bars 


out, all European powers. 
If the country stands up to this new ex- 
position of an old doctrine there may be 


lively times ahead. 


Will He maew the Faith’? 

Will the new president keep the faith 
which he has pledged to the people in this 
utterance: 

‘“] have ahesether rejected the 
tion of a special executice policy for any 
section of our country.’’ 

This means, if true, that the south will 
not be made to suffer the evils of sectional 
oppression which preceding republican ad- 
ministrations forced upon our people. 

It means, if true, that there will be no 
south, nor east, nor west, nor north, in the 
administration of the affairs of the govern- 
ment, of which all these sections form an 
integral part, each entitled to the same 
rights and each guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion the same privileges. 

It means, if true, that the south will not 
be overrun by a horde of scheming and 
alien partisans holding official positions as 
a reward for their peculiar order of party 
service, without regard to fitness or pro- 
priety. 

It means, if true, that the bloody shirt 
hyenas of the republican party, who have 
been whetting their fangs in anticipation of 
fastening them in the throat of the south, 
will be relegated to the rear, and that ‘the 
south haters will be disheartened in the fail- 
ure of the realization of their hopes that re- 
publican ascendency would guarantee south- 
ern oppression, on which they staked their 
gain. But, will the president keep the 
faith? 

Has he absolutely and unequivocally ‘‘re- 
jected the suggestion of a special executive 
policy’’ for the south? 

Will he refuse to be led by such men as 
Chandler, Foraker and others of their kind, 
to change his attitude towards the south? 

The pressure to force this change will be 
brought to bear. 

Can he withstand it? 

Let us hope that he will act in honest 
purpose with his speech, and that he will 
be brave enough to stand by his refusal to 
interfere with the rights of our people.

The Road Laws. 

WHIGHAM, Ga., March 2.—Editors Consti. 
tution: I understand go a* road congress will be 
held in Atlanta, May 2 Under the circumstan- 
ces I suppose it is all rig rht to have one, but if the 
main cause ot bad roads were traced out the judges 
of our superior courts would be found to be in fanit. 

We have good road laws which particularly de 
fine the work necessary to insure good roads. These 
laws are published tn pamphlet form, for only fifty 
cents, 

I think we hae as much right to call far a erimi 
nal congress asa road congress. The only differ- 
ence is, ‘that our judge sare very careful to explain 
every little violation of the law against 
gambling, carrying concealed weapons, 
and the like. They canexplain every hook aud 
crook about every law except the roadlaw. I heard 
& man say the other day that he bad never heard 
our judge charge the grand jury on the road law. 
You can find but few men who know what a lawful 
road is, from the fact that the judges have not edu- 
cated the people up to it. A jtidge travels our roads, 
and, if he is competent, he knows whether they are 
in a lawful condition. 

I hope all the judges who have been overlooking 
the matter will read this letter. I am fully con- 
vinced that the fault is with them. Let them en- 
force the law, and we will have good roads,

SOON. 


WHICH 18 GOING 
NORTH ATLANTA 


THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARSIN SIGHT 


The Company ts Composed of Solid Business Met 
and Work Wiil be begun When $50,000 Has 
Been Put Up—A Committee Will Loox Over the 
Ground Today and Map Out a Definite Route, 


Atlanta is going to have a new dummy 
line. 

And it goes without saying thatit will be 
pushed to early completion and prove a sac- 
cess, for among the solid and prominent gen- 
tlemen who have the matter in hand are 
Messra. W. S. Thomson, L. J. Hill, John R. 
Gramling, L. B. Nelson, A. M. Reinhardt, W. 
A. Osborne and others. 

It is proposed to raise $50,000 to build this 
new line, and of the amount desired $20,000 
has been subscribed already, and $10,000 more 
has been promised, and will probably be signed 
for today. 

THE ENTIRE ROUTE 
of this new dummy line has not been fully de- 
termined upon, but will probably be detinitely 
mappedout by Messrs. W. S. Thomson and 
John R. Gramling, who will make a tour of 
north Atlanta today with that object in view. 

The proposed route as faras known will be 
as follows: 

The starting point will be at Whitehall 
crossing on Wall street, thence down Wall to 
Loyd, out Loyd to Ivy, up Ivy to Houston, 
down Houston to*Calhoun or Datier: thence to 
Highland avenue, out Highland avenue across 
the Boulevard and the Air-Line railroad. 

Nothing definite has been done as regards 
the remainder of the route, but the idea seems 
to be to make a detour beyond the Air-Line 
road, recrossiton the Boulevard some dis- 
tance beyond Highland avenue, cross Peach- 
tree to West Peachtree, run down that street 
tothe Baltimore Terrace, thence across to 
Spring strect, down that street to Luckie, 
thence up Luckie to Broad, and down Broad 
to Marietta, stopping at some point near the 
opera house, 

The above isa rough outline of the route 
which the new dummy line will probably fol- 
low, and it can be seen at a glance that if con- 
structed along the streets indicated it wilk 
bring in easy reach of the center of the city 2 
good deal of thickly populated territory which 
is untraversed by street car lines. 

It may be that the line will be so extended 
asto pass the Technological institute, ané 
after making a circuit come to the center of 
the city via Luckie and Spring streets.

WHAT IS THE SITUATION IN ATLAN- 
TA TODAY. 


MUNICIPAL MATTERS OF INTEREST 


Mayor Glenn and Mayor Pro. Tem. HemphyR Both 
Out of the City—Mayor Glenn’s Ordinance 
About Money Gives Officers More Work—What 
the City Officials Are Doing. 


Atlanta isin ansunusual and rather funny 
plight today. 

She is without a chief executive. 

Mayor Glenn is in New Orleans or on his 
way there, while Mayor Pro Tem. Hemphill is 
en route to Cuba for his health. 

But the rest of us are here, 

The city charter provides that Atlanta shall 
have a mayor pro tem., and that he shall be 
elected by the general council at the second 
meeting in January of each year. The most 
important duty of the mayor pro tem. is to 
preside over the council meetings when the 
mayor is absent, and to disgharge all the duties 
incumbent upon the mayor when,that official is 
out of the city. | 

Day before yesterday afternoon when Mayor 
Glenn left the city hall he surrendered the city 
government to Mr. Hemphill. Yesterday 
morning Mayor Pro. Tem. Hemphill weng to 
the city halland began examining the mail. 
Later in the day he presided over the board of 
aldermen. Mr. Hemphill has been indisposed 
for some time past and during the day felt 
unwell. The feeling grew upon him until he 
tinally decided to leave the city for Cuba and 
remain in that genial climate until he is en- 
tirely well. With Mr. Hemphill to think is to 
act, and before dark he was prepared dor his 
trip. 

Now what wjll the city do? 

Once before, Atlanta was just in the same 
fix. It was during Mayor Cooper’s adminis- 
tration. Mr, @ollier was then mayor pro. tem., 
and upor one.eceasion both gentlemen were 
out of the city. During their absence there 
was a meeting of the council, but there was no 
one to preside. After the body had been 
called to order, an ordinance was introduced 
and adopted, providing for a second mayor 
pro. tem., and Mr. Beutell, then a representa 
ward, was elected. The 
ordinance conveys the same powers upon the 
office it creates as the charter does upon the 
two it makes, but no second mayor pro. tem. 
can be elected while both or either of the 
other executives are in the city. 

Will the council find it necessary to elect a 
second mayor pro tem again? 

There are several members of the body who 
are interested in that question. 

Should Mayor Glenn and Mayor| Pro Tem. 
Hemphill remain outof the city until after 
the next meeting of the general council, then 
there will have to be one elected. 

Or should it become necessary to have a big 
check signed, or something of that kind, the 
council will of necessity come together and 
elect a mayor so that his signature can be af- 
fixed to the paper. 

Mr. Hemphill appreciated the situation thor- 
oughly, and before leaving the city instructed 
Clerk Goldsmith to issue a call for a meeting 
if one should be necessary. 

If there is an election who will secure the 
place? 
® Several names have already been mentioned. 
Mr. Amorous, the senior member from the 
sixth ward is spoken of, so are Mr. Hutchi- 
son,who was mayor protem. under the Hillyer 
administratlon and Mr. Haas, chairman of the 
sewer committee. Mr. Mecaslin’s name has 
been mentioned too. 

A pauper can cause the election. 

The mayor signs all railroad passes for pau- 
pers who are sent out of the city tothe places 
which have thrown them upon Atlanta. If 
Jumbo Hunter were to find a pauper today 
who had been sent to Atlanta from Gaines- 
ville, he could not get him out of town without 
the mayer’s signature to a ticket. Between 
maintaining that pauper and causing a session 
of the council to be called, Hunter would do 
the latter. 

Some aspirant for the position can bring 
about an election by steering Jumbo against a 
foreign pauper. 

That Ordinance of the Mayor’s. 

Mayor Glenn has made City Clerk Gold- 
smith’s work lighter and at the same time has 
increased the labors -of the other city ofli- 
cials who handle money. 

But there are no objections. 

During the session of the city council Mon- 
day, Mayor Glenn sent in a communication 
touching the manner in which the city’s 
money ishandled. The paper was accom- 
panied by a resolution requiring each official 
to turn over to the city treasurer every day, all 
the money on hand. 

This is quite a change. 

Heretofore the different officers who are en- 
trusted with the handling of money have been 
in the habit of turning it over to the city clerk. 
who gave his receipt for it. Then the clerk 
handed the money over to the treasurer. 

Almost every afternoon Clerk Goldsmith 
could be seen walking along thestreet carrying 
atin box in his hand, closely followed by 
Jakig Morris, the messenger. In that box 
was the money which had been collected at 
the city hall, and Jakie gwas along as a guard. 

But that box won’t go tofbank any more with 
money in it other than the money Clerk Gold- 
sinith may collect. 

Mr. Goldsmith, the clerk; Mr. Loyd, the 
marshal and Mr. Griffin, the tax collector, 
were together the day Mayor Glenn left 
the city discussing the ordinance. Mr. 
Loyd and Mr. Griftin wanted to turn over 
some money to the clerk’ but he re- 
fused to receive it. saying that the ordinance 
prohibited him. The other officials thought 
the ordinance contemplated achange only in 
requiring the clerk to pay over to the treasurer 
every day and the mayor was called upon. He 
decided that Mr. Goldsmith was right. 

So from this on each of the gentlemen will 
have to walk to the bank. 

Necessarily, the treasurer will have to open 
an account with each officer, and will find 
more work to do, too. 

The Billiard Saloon Ordinance. 

Mi. Robbins has stirred up a hornet’s nest 
by his ordinance requiring billiard and pool 
rooms to close at 10 0’clock each night. The 
Ordinance does not apply to billiards and pool 
in a hotel, and this makes the row. There 
are several places around town where pool and 
billiards are played, and the proprietors are 
mad. They assert that all should be closed at 
the same time, and will make a strenuous 
effort to have the ordinance repealed at the 
next meeting of the general council. 

Minors Keep Out. 

The Woodward ordinance, subjecting minors 
toatine when they enter a saloon, seems to 
please the public. The saloon men especially 
are pleased, and yesterday they displayed 
placards warning minors to Keep out. 

Hasty Legislation. 

The general council puts an ordinance or 
resolution through in a burry sometimes, One 
of the members, who has been observing this 
and studving over it, says: 

‘“‘] think too much work is done with haste 
and I have about made up my mind to oppose 
the immediate passage of everything and have 
it referred to a committee. In this way meas- 
ures can be carefully investigated and the pub- 
lic can fight it if they don’t want it.’’

Murphy's home. It was placed on the wound 
and adhered toit. After being on for some 
time the madstone was taken off and soaked 
in boiling milk. 

Yesterday again the madstone was used, 

Tie milk in which the madstone had been 
soaked turned green during the night, and the 
dector in attendance says that the wound 
showed symptoms of the presence of some 
sort of poison. 

Yesterday the wound was cut open with a 
razor and the stone applied. Again it ad- 
hered, this time for an hour and a half or two 
hours. After the stone fell off the more 
threatening signs of inflammation were gone, 
the swelling was gone and the finger could be 
bent readily. 

THE MADTONE. 

The madstone used is a pecaliar one. 

In appearance it is nearly spherical, about 
an inch and a half in diameter, and Jooks like 
a piece of brown flint rock. The surface is 
not perfectly smooth, bat dented and lainpy 
in places. : 

Outside appearances are rather deceptive, 
however, asthe weight of the stone shows. 
It is when perfectly dry, almost as light as 
cork. 

The flinty, or bony, shell isas thin as note 
paper. A small hole has been broken in this, 
showing that the shell is filled with hair. The 
hairs are of a dun color and short. They are 
packed together until the mass is solid. The 
interior of the ball is of about the consistency 
of palmetto wood. 

The stone was taken 
deer 

It is supposed that the deer, during the sea- 
gon when animals like this shed a portion of 
their hair, swallowed the hair after licking 
itself. The hairs adherred to the tongue, were 
swallowed, and the ball formed gradually in’ 
the stomach. 

How the coating was formed is another ques- 
tion. When soaked in hot water it becomes 
soft and pliable, like bone, and yet when soft 
it is as unyielding as flint. 

W hen the stone is used the small hole is put 
to the wound, bringing the hairs in contact 
with it, and the porous character of the stone 
accounts for the readiness with which blood is 
drawn and the stone adheres. 

The madstone is the property of Miss Mattie 
Woodward, at 617 Marietta street. Her 
father cut it from a deer’s stomach over 
twenty years ago. 

It has, so Miss Woodward says, been used in 
three or four cases where persons were bitten 
by mad dogs, and in only one of them did the 
sufferer die of hydrophobia. In this case the 
person had already gone into convulsions be- 
fore the stone was applied, and died a day or 
two afterward. 

Is it Another Case?

before Christmas. Saturday night the boy 
was in bed from a severe coid. He complained 
of an ache in the hand that was bitten, and 
later on could hardly swallow. 

It could hardly be a case of hydrophobia, 
but the case caused some alarm amongst the 
neighbors.
